GROWING PERENNIALS 
PROM SEED 

It is wrong to suppose that peren- 
nials cannot be successfully grown 
from seed, that obtaining plants is 
the only way to get a supply of 


perennials for the garden, states 
J. E McLaughlin, Division of Hor- 
ticulture.

Perennials are not at all difficult 
to raise from seed, provided proper 
care be given at the time of seeding. 
The size of the seed is a fairly safe 
guide. The larger ones should be 
covered to about twice their diame- 
ter, with very fine soil; the medium } 
sized ones, to about half their} 
depth; and for the smaller seeds, a} 
mere dusting with fine soil is suflici- 
ent. it 1s desirable to sow seeds of 
iuany perennials, in gentle heat 
during March, aod April, especially

be planted into other boxes, to 
stand at approximately two inches 
apart, gradually harden off, and

The introduction of new varieties 
of musk- and water-melons [from 
foreign sources, coupled with the 
work of plant breeders at home, has 
provided several varieties possessing 
the very desirable combination of 
high yield with good quality, plus 
that earliness of maturity so essen- 
tial fo successful melon growing in 
the Prairie Provinces. The Asiatic 
strain of watermelons of recent in- 
troduction are showing considerab!e 
promise in the melon variety tests 
being conducted at the Dominion 
Experimental Station, Rosthern, 
Sask. 

One of the best watermelons so 
fargtested there is Honey Cream, an 
Asiatic variety with whitish, unat- 
tractive but very sweet, firm flesh, 
and few seeds. This is a compara 
tively emall, round melon of a med- 
ium green colour and very thin rind 
It ripens early and yields well An- 
otherexcellent melon in the same 
class is Favourite Honey, a rather 
small, round to oval variety with 
firm orange flesh of very good 
flavour. It is very early but not a 
heavy yielder. Sweet Siberian, a 
large, long shaped Russian variety 
with golden yellow flesh has been 
very satisfactory Early Arizona, a 
red fleshed melon of excellent quali- 
ty, matures too late to be recom- 
mended for this district. Early 
Canada and Tough Sweet, both red 
fleshed varieties, were very good in 
the Station’s 
season.

The World of Wheat 


By H. G. L, STRANGB 
Director ‘Crop Testing Plan” 


Scientific experiments made at 
the Dominion Experimental Farm 
at Swift Current, at the University 
of Saskatchewan, and at other In- 
stitions, indicate beyond question 
that the loss of crop, and so of grain. 
by weeds is enormous, It is general- 
ly considered, I believe, that weeds 
alone steal approximately 25 per 
cent of the moisture that finally is 
deposited in the soil, and so made 
available for plant growth. 


This all means that, on the aver- 
age, the farmer loses 25 per cent of 
his yield per acre, hence of his in- 
come, because of the growth of 
weeds, It is quite obvious, there- 
fore, that any egort made by the 
farmer to keep down weeds will 
repay hia) handsomely for his toil. 

Great surpluses of wheat for the 
time being abound in the world, 
and the price per bushel in conse- 
quence islow This, therefore, is a 
good year for farmers to refrain 
from seeding fields this spring that 
are very weedy, and instead of seed- 
ing. to summerfallow them, or even 
to give them if necessary, a double 
summerfallow. 


This practise will kill vast quan- 
tities of weeds, and so because of 
Jess weed plants, and because of the 
extra moisture saved up by the sum 
merfallow, a good crop next year 
would be ensured.

Sowing General. 


Although last week brought dry- 
ing winds to central and southern 
Alberta farmlands, no alarm is felt 
over inadequacy of moisture, local 
agricultural authorities state. 

The soil in most sections is in 
good shape for spring operations, 
In many sections the top-soil is dry 
but there is a satisfactory moisture 
reserve within a few inches of the 
eurface. Some soil-drifting has oc- 
curred on the very light lands but 
there are no reports of seed blowing 
out, 

Local farmers are most anxious 
for two weeks of continued fai 
weather so that seeding may le 
cleaned up. There wiil be plenty of 
time for soaking rains after that 

Seeding will be genera] this week 
in the central parts from Claiesholm 
north to Red Deer. Reporte indi- 
cate that moisture conditions are 
good in the eastern sections, Mois- 
ture conditions in the Peace River 
country are very good, while at the 
other end of the province 5 to 10 per 
cent of wheat has been seeded in the 
area south of Claresholm.
